The steam principle that inspired the design of this appliance allows any 
type of surface to be cleaned and sterilized through the simple transformation 
of water into steam. 

The steam jet dissolves any kind of dirt or grease, guaranteeing hygiene and 
cleanliness without the need for detergents or chemical solvents. 

Try out the appliance in its wide range of applications. You'll soon wonder 
how you managed without it, to clean floors, tiles, parquet, carpets, mats and 
every nook and cranny in the home.

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IMPORTANT SAFETY INSTRUCTIONS 

1) Read the instruction booklet carefully 

2) When in use, the appliance contains steam under pressure: incorrect use could 
be dangerous. The appliance is only for domestic uses, as shown in the 
booklet. The manufacturer disclaims all responsibility for damage caused by 
incorrect use of the appliance. 

3) Always unplug the appliance before refilling the boiler, or carrying out any maintenance or 
cleaning work on the appliance itself. 

4) Before use, check that the supply voltage corresponds with the voltage shown on the 
rating plate on the base of the appliance. 

5) Connect the appliance only to power points that have a minimum capacity of 12 amps 
and are properly earthed. 

6) Persons who suffer from insensivity to heat should take particular care when using this appliance. 

7) Never turn the appliance upside down when it is on or connected to the power supply. 

8) NEVER aim the steam jet in the direction of power points or other electrified 
items: this could damage them and expose you to the risk of electrical shock. 

9) DO NOT unplug by pulling the power cord or the appliance. If the cord is damaged, it 
must be replaced only by an authorized Technical Service Centre. 

10} To avoid damage to the insulation, DO NOT run the appliance over the electrical supply lead. 

11) NEVER open the cap before all the water has been used. This is indicated when steam is 
no longer emitted from the accessories. 

12) Before steam cleaning any electrically operated objects or home appliances, (stove, fridge, 
oven hood, etc.), unplug them from their power points, Before plugging in again, ensure that 
they are completely dy as any remaining water could cause dangerous electrical discharges. 

13) Avoid steam contact with the skin. The high temperature can cause serious burns. Never aim 
the steam jet at persons or animals, or use on objects unable to withstand high temperatures. 

14) DO NOT put detergents or other cleaning agents in the tank. USE ONLY WATER. 

15) Before storing the appliance for long periods, ensure that the tank is completely empty. 

16) DO NOT leave the appliance unattended when switched on. Keep away from children or 
unfit persons. 

17) DO NOT use the appliance if it or its power cable and plug appear to be defective. 
IS) DO NOT leave the appliance exposed to atmospheric agents (rain, frost, sun, etc.). 

19) Contents under pressure - Do not open the cap before all the water has been used. 

20) For all repairs, apply only to the place of purchase or directly to an authorized Technical Service 
Centre. This is to maintain the effectiveness of your appliance and NOT invalidate the guarantee.

To provide continued protection against risk of electric shock, connect to properly grounded outlets only. 

CAUTI ON 

Risk of Scalding. DO NOT remove fill cap while unit is on. Wait for unit to cool down before opening. 
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PREPARING FOR USE 

CAUTZON: before preparing the 
appliance for use or carrying out 
any maintenance, always unplug 
from the power supply. 



Insert the three wheels supplied, pushing 
them well into the holes on the base of 
the appliance (fig. 1). 




Open the child-proof cap (3) by pushing 
down and turning at the same time (fig. 2). 




Pour 1.5 litres (0,396 US gal.) of tap water 
(hot or cold) into the boiler (fig. 3). Distilled 
water can be used, but it is not required. 
Screw the cap on completely, then push 
down and continue turning until it clicks. 
This ensures that the cap will not open 
unintentionally. 




All cleaning accessories are attached to 
one or two extension pipes, according to 
requirements. In both cases, grasp the 
piece onto which the accessory must be 
attached and push the button down. 
Slide the accessory on with the other 
hand, pushing it carefully over the button 
until you hear this pop out (fig. 4). 




Move the steam switch on the handle to 
position (0) (fig .5). 
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Plug the cord into the power point and 
press the ON/OFF button (1) which will 
light up (fig. 6). 




Wait a few minutes: when the light in the 
ON/OFF button goes out, the appliance 
is ready for use. 

Working pressure is reached in approximately 
12 minutes after the appliance has been 
turned on, depending on the water content. 
Steam is discharged at 35 grams/minute 
or 2 liters/hour. Steam pressure is 3.5 bar. 
After a few moments, the ON/OFF switch 
will come on again: this is normal and 
indicates that the boiler is continuing to 
produce steam. 

The steam switch (6) on the handle may 
be used whenever you want to interrupt 
the flow of steam. 

When the flow of steam stops the boiler is 
completely empty: this usually occurs after 
about 45 minutes of continuous cleaning. 
CAUTION: Do not attempt to replace 
the hose if it becomes disconnected or if it 
is not operating properly. This should only 
be done by a certified service technician. 

REFILLING THE BOILER 

NEVER open the cap before all 
the water has been used. 

Turn off the main switch on the appliance 
and unplug from the power point. 
Wait about 15 minutes before refilling 
the tank so as to avoid sudden changes 
in temperature that could cause boiler 
breakages. 

Lay a cloth over the tank cap before 
opening. Open slowly and carefully, allowing 
any remaining steam to escape slowly (fig. 
7). Refill the tank as described previously. 




CLEANING 
SUGGESTIONS 



Cleaning carpets and rugs 

Accessories: carpet/floor brush and cloth 
attached with spring clips. 



Advice: test for colour fastness and fibre resistance 
on a concealed section before use. 
It is advisable to remove dust first with a carpet 
sweeper or vacuum cleaner. 



Cleaning hard floors 



Accessories: carpet/floor brush and cloth 
attached with spring clips. 




Advice: not recommended for treated terracotta 
floors, wax treated floors or parquet. 



For hard floors able to withstand the 
temperature of the steam however, it is 
possible to work directly on the surface 
without a cloth. 
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Cleaning armchairs, sofas, cushions, 
mattresses and car interiors. 



Accessories: triangular brush and cloth 
attached with spring clips. 
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Advice: test for colour justness and fibre resistance 
on a concealed section before use. 
It is advisable to remove dust first with a carpet 
sweeper or vacuum cleaner. 



Cleaning tile grout, bathrooms, 
shower boxes, toilets and hand basins. 

Accessories: crevice tool with brush. 




Cleaning central heating radiators, 
shutters, car/ motorcycle motors 
and all difficult-to-reach places 



Accessories: crevice tool with brush with 
extension pipes if necessary. 
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Cleaning roller shutters and vertical 
surfaces 

Accessories: triangular brush and cloth 
attached with spring clips. 



Cleaning ovens and fridges 

Accessories: crevice tool with brush, then 
hand-held cloth to dry. 




Advice: unplug the appliance to be cleaned before 
steam cleaning. 

Before plugging in again, ensure that the appliance 
is completely dry as any remaining water could 
cause dangerous electrical discharges. 



Cleaning mirrors and windows 

Accessories: extension pipe and squeegee. 





Advice: at low temperatures it is advisable to warm the 
glass first keeping the jet of steam far from it to avoid 
breakage caused by a sudden change in temperature. 



To clean windows, 
wipe the surface 
with the steam 
outlet side of the 
squeegee (12), then 
turn the squeegee 
over and remove 
condensation with 
the other side. 




N.B. the appliance may be 
equipped with a bottle-cleaning 
nozzle and wallpaper cleaning 
accessory on request. 




CLEANING AND 
MAINTENANCE 

Unplug the appliance. 
Clean the attachments thoroughly with 
water and detergents, making sure that 
the holes are not clogged, thereby 
preventing the steam from being emitted. 

Do not use a water and vinegar 
solution because it can damage 
the internal parts of the machine

This appliance is guaranteed against any 
manufacturing and/or material defect for 
one year from the date of purchase. 
If the appliance requires technical 
servicing apply only to your sales outlet 
or directly to an authorized technical 
service centre.

This is to maintain the 
efficiency of your appliance and NOT 
invalidate the guarantee. 
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
